Si xth Annua! Sermon. 


At the Baptist church 
y esterday 
morning the pastor, Rev. Hector C. 
Lelar.d, delivered his sixth annual ser­ 
mon from thet* xt: Je re m ia h 3B:3; “ < all 
upon me and I will answer thee, arc 
- hew thee things, great and dill’cult 
which thou knowest not, ' 
We make some excerpts, of sp ei i 
interest to tho&e who are p! a.-ed t<> 
know of the prosperity of the Dixci. 
c Lurches, 
Jerem iah, in prison, in the midst of 
lucah s decline, contradict,d b } false 
propoets, maligned b y enemies 
a r d 
misumier-tood b y friends, through his 
tears, 
saw 
prophetically a b eatific 
vision of deliverance for God's people. 
In the text he enunciated a principal 
of vital importance in b oth the old and 
new dispensations,and a divine promise 
good to the end of time. 
I. 
A b eatific vision is 
premised. 
G re a t things and things hidden have 
b een and will in the future b e revealed 
to God’s faithful servants b y Ilim who 
‘‘is ab le to do far more exceeding and 
ab undantly ab ove what we a-k 
or 
thin k .” 
This has b een clearly proved 
b y the history of Israel, and the devel* 
; opment of Christianity and the growth 
j of Baptist churches, as well as others. 
Those who lab ored amid b itter per- 
i secution for the estab lishment of Bap­ 
tist principles a century ago did not 
dream of the rapid acceptance of tht se 
principles and the great increase in 
numb er of adherents and in influence 
which has since b een made. 
There are 
now over 50,000 Baptist churches, with 
ab out 5,000,000 memb ers and 236,334 
were added b y b aptism last y ear. 
T he 
annual contrib ution.- of the denomina­ 
tion amount to $12,190,000. 
In 
the 
United States 
last 
y ear 
120 
new 
churches were organized and 12^ 
n e w 
meeting houses dedicated and the de­ 
nomination owns 34 
Benevolent and 
C haritab le institutions and ITS «‘d ur a ­ 
tional institutions. 
In Illinois alone there are over 1 100 
Baptist churches with more than ] 1 ,(‘00 
memb ers; 5,650 were b aptized last y ear 
and over $500,000 contrib uted for the 
various uses of the chueh. 
Our Dixon church has shared 
the 
general prosperity to a larger degree 
than manv anticipated, though having 
an environmentof peculiar hindrances. 
T he present pastorate has continued 
six y ears. 
Six y ears ago the church 
had b een pastoriess for half a y ear and 
was greatly depressed. 
it had 
101 
memb ers. 
During the past six y ears 
there have b een added 101 m em b ers— 
95 of them b y experience and b aptism. 
Notwithstandii g 
the 
large numb er 
of deaths and removals, the latter due 
chiefly to the period of “ hard times” 
through which we have just passed, 
there has b een a net gain in the m em ­ 
b ership over ail losses of 60 making 
a present memb ership of 227. 
So many 
have b een the changes in memb ership 
t ha t ab out three-fourths of the present 
resident active memb ership have join­ 
ed the church during the present pas­ 
torate. 
During this time $15,000 or an aver­ 
age of $2,5000 annually has passed 
through the church treasury ; perm an­ 
ent improvements upon the church 
b uilding have b een made and a b eauti­ 
ful parsonage located at 30s Ottawa 
avenue b ought, m aking a total in­ 
crease in the value of the c hur c h’s 
property of over $4,500. 
For the first 
time in many y ears the church closed 
its fiscal y ear Octob er 1st with all b ills 
paid and no indeb tedness of any kind 
resting upon it. 
T he pastor’s part in this work has 
b een a pleasant, though arduous or.e, 
ineludiug with the usual pub lic and 
private duties the preparation and de­ 
livery of over 1,000 sermons and ad­ 
dresses. 
It is evident tha t this work has not 
b een accomplished and could not have 
b een accompli* b ed without much self- 
sacrifice and the b eautiful harmcny 
t ha t has existed among the memb er­ 
ship and hearty co-operation with the 
pastor. 
W ith these continued and a 
clean financial b alance sheet there is 
no apparently reason why Pastor Ice­ 
land's seventh y ear in 
Dixon should 
not b e more fruitful in the progress of 
the church than any of the six y ears 
pa-t. 
T he second and third divisions of the 
sermon appropriately -et forth that the 
realization of the promised Beatific 
vision is a gift of God upon whom all 
prosperity depends—though He honors 
human instrumentalities in their use 
for His purposes; and, the Beatific vis­ 
ion is conditioned upon pray er. 
Call­ 
ing upon God, which involves all the 
elements of an active piety , 
without 
which there can b e no true or lasting 
advancement in church work or Christ- 
tian experience.
